The  eggs  of  the  Nightjars  are  typically  of  a  true  elliptical  shape, 
the  two  ends  being  precisely  similar  in  contour  ;  in  some  cases, 
however,  one  end  is  very  slightly  compres.sed.  The  shell  is  smooth' 
and  generally  glossy. 

With  few  e.xceptions  the  eggs  of  these  birds  are  double-spotted. 
In  a  few  instances  they  are  plain  white,  and  occasionally  thoy  are 
single-spotted.  The  eggs  of  many  Nightjars  bear  a  close  resemblance 
to  those  of  the  Sand-Grouse.

The  eggs  of  the  Common  Cuckoo  are  usually  of  a  blunt  oval 
form,  but  occasionally  they  are  nearly  elliptical  in  shape.  They 
exhibit  a  moderate  amount  of  gloss.  The  shell  is  thick  and  hard, 
and  weighs  considerably  more  than  the  shell  of  any  egg  of  a 
Passerine  bird  of  the  same  size.  The  eggs  are  very  variable  in  size, 
measuring  from  -70  to  "98  in  length,  and  from  -57  to  "73  in 
breadth. 

The  eggs  of  the  Common  Cuckoo  also  vary  much  in  colour  and  in 
the  character  of  the  markings,  but  the  great  majority  resemble  the 
eggs  of  the  Skylark  (Alauda  arvensis)  and  Meadow-Pipit  {Anthus 
pratensis),  and  are  subject  to  the  same  variations  as  the  eggs  of 
those  two  species.  The  ground-colour  varies  from  greyish  white  to 
pale  green  on  the  one  hand,  and  from  pale  stone-colour  to  greyish 
brown  on  the  other.  The  markings  arc  densely  disposed  over  the 
whole  shell  as  a  rule,  and  consist  of  smears,  blotches,  spots,  and 
streaks  of  various  shades  of  brown,  greyish  yellow,  olive-brown, 
lavender,  and  lilac,  and  frequently  of  blackish  dots. 

As  eggs  of  the  above  type,  with  their  numerous  slight  variations, 
constitute  the  bulk  of  the  Cuckoo's  eggs  in  the  Collection,  it  will  be 
unnecessary  to  attempt  to  descriljc  them  in  any  further  detail.  In 
the  following  remarks,  therefore,  only  those  eggs  will  be  described 
which  differ  from  this  common  type.

Few  eggs  vary  so  much  in  coloration  as  do  the  eggs  of  this  Ihilbul. 
Mr.  Hume  has  described  them  well  and  I  cannot  do  better  than 
reproduce  his  notes  : — '•  The  ground  is  universally  pinkish  or  reddish 
uhite  (in  old  eggs  which  have  been  kept  a  long  time  a  sort  of  dull 
French  white)  of  which  more  or  less  is  seen  according  to  the  extent 
of  the  markings.  These  markings  take  almost  every  conceivable 
form,  defined  and  undelined —  specks,  spots,  blotches,  streaks,  smndges, 
and  clouds  ;  their  com))inations  are  as  varied  as  tlieir  colours,  which 
embrace  every  shade  of  red,  brownish,  and  purplish  red.  As  a  rule, 
besides  the  primary  markings,  feeble  secondary  markings  of  pale 
inky  purple  are  exhibited,  often  only  perceptible  when  the  egg  is 
closely  examined,  sometimes  so  numerous  as  to  give  the  ground- 
colour of  the  egg  a  universal  purple  tint.  In  about  half  the  eggs 
there  is  a  tendency  to  exhibit,  more  or  less,  an   irregular  zone   or 
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cap  at  the  large  end,  but  solitary  eggs  occur  in  which  there  is  a  cap 
at  the  small  end.  Three  fairlj-  well  marked  types  may  be  separately 
described.  First,  an  egg  thickly  mottled  aud  streaked  all  over  with 
deep  blood-red,  which  is  entirely  confluent  over  one-third  of  the 
surface,  namely  at  the  large  end,  and  leaves  less  than  a  third  of  the 
ground-colour  visible  as  a  paler  mottling  over  the  rest  of  the  surface. 
Then  there  is  another  type  with  a  very  delicate  pure  pink  ground, 
and  with  a  few  large,  bold,  deep  red  blotches,  chiefly  at  the  large 
end,  where  they  are  intermingled  with  a  few  small  pale  inky-purplo 
clouds,  and  with  only  a  few  spots  and  specks  of  the  former  colour 
scattered  over  the  rest  of  the  surface.  Lastly,  there  is  a  pale  dingy 
pink  ground,  speckled  almost  uniformly,  but  only  moderately  thickly, 
over  the  whole  surface,  with  minute  specks  and  spots  of  blood-red 
and  pale  inky  purple."  These  three  main  types  indicated  by 
Mr.  Hume  are  now  figured  (PI.  X.  figs.  15,  16,  17). 

In  size,  the  eggs  also  vary  exceedingly,  ranging  in  length  from 
•72  to  1,  and  in  breadth  from  -57  to  -68.
